REMARKS 

Responsive to the Office Action mailed on October 20, 2006 in the above-referenced 
application, Applicant respectfully requests amendment of the above-identified application in the 
manner identified above and that the patent be granted in view of the arguments presented. No 
new matter has been added by this amendment. 

Present Status of Application 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. Claims 13-15, 19, 20, 22-26, 29, 32, 33 and 36 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Boudinot (US 2003/0025367). Claims 21, 27, 30, 31, 34, 
37 and 38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Claims 16-18, 28 and 35 are withdrawn from consideration. 

In this paper, claim 19 is amended to include the limitations of claim 21, claim 25 is amended to 
include the limitations of claim 27, and claim 32 is amended to include the limitations of claim 
34. In addition, new claims 39-46 are added, wherein claim 39 includes the limitations of claims 
25 and 30, and claim 43 includes the limitations of claims 32 and 37. Claims 13-18, 21, 26-31, 
33-35 and 38 are canceled without prejudice. Thus, on entry of this amendment, claims 1-12, 
19-20, 22-25, 32, 36-37 and 39-46 remain in the application. 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested in light of the amendments and the 
remarks contained below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for allowing claims 1-12 and indicating that claims 21, 27, 30, 31, 
34, 37 and 38 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. Given that after this amendment each of 
independent claims 19, 25, 32, 39 and 43 contains subject matter indicated as allowable by the 
Examiner, Applicant submits that claims 19-20, 22-25, 32 and 36-37 and 39-46 are in condition 
for allowance.
